During production on the Island 
of Rhodes and other Aegean Sea 
locations, the movie-makers suf- 
fered a number of serious injuries 
as well as a series of lacerations 
and bruises, strained ligaments, 
sore muscles, sea sickness, burns 
and sundry other unpleasantness- 
es. ‘The Guns of Navarone”’ is a 
multi-million dollar epic, but it 
was made by people and they had 
to climb cliffs, move cumbrous 
equipment, work with explosives, 
sail a fishing boat into a storm and 
a shipwreck, engage in hand to 
hand combat, battle over rocky 
terrain and otherwise comport 
themselves in a manner rarely 
demanded of stars. 

The players and crew all had to 
take massive doses of anti-hista- 
mine during the days they were 
on the receiving end of near-gale 
force storms at sea, Gregory Peck 
gashed his forehead when their 
small fishing boat slammed into 
the rocks, as ordered by the script, 
and David Niven twisted his back, 
requiring weeks of massage and 
treatment. Anthony Quinn suf- 
ferred a sacro-iliac injury and had 
to work in heavy braces and spe- 
cial protective tape. James Darren 
was knocked out entirely, and al- 
most drowned. 

Also on the “big sick” list were 
Stanley Baker whose neck was 
twisted severely, and Gia Scala who 
got too close to a “shrapnel” ex- 
plosion and sustained a severely- 
burned hand. 

“The Guns of Navarone” was 
produced by Carl Foreman, based 
on the Alistair MacLean novel. 
J. Lee Thompson directed the epic 
drama, and the music was com- 
posed and conducted by Dimitri 
Tiomkin.

SYNOPSIS 


(Not for Publication) The guns of Navarone prevent a vital Aegean 
Sea channel from being used by the Allies in World War II. Buried 
deep in the solid rock of a cliff and impregnable to assault by plane, 
ship or land, the German guns must be destroyed by a picked 
commando team headed by mountaineer Keith Mallory; British Major 
Franklin; Greek resistance fighter Andrea Stravros; Corporal Miller, 
an expert with explosives; C. P. O. Brown, an able mechanic, and 
Private Pappadimos, New York-educated killer who was born on the 
island of Navarone. Once assembled, the team dons fisherman's 
clothes and sails for Navarone; an intercepting German patrol boat is 
efficiently, ruthlessly destroyed.

Two-time Academy Award win- 
ner Anthony Quinn is starred with 
Gregory Peck and David Niven in 
Carl Foreman’s “The Guns of 
Navarone,” now at the 
Theatre. Quinn plays a Greek re- 
sistance fighter who joins an Al- 
lied commando team in a suicidal 
attempt to silence German guns on 
an Aegean Sea island, so that the 
British can make vital use of the 
narrow strait they guard. Also co- 
starred in what is believed to be 
the greatest high adventure ever 
filmed, are Stanley Baker, An- 
thony Quayle, Irene Papas, Gia 
Scala and James Darren. 

Quinn’s zest for the Columbia 
film, based on Alistair Mac- 
Lean’s best-selling novel, led to 
his signing for the role a full year 
before shooting started, without 
knowing or caring who would be 
his co-stars or even what writer- 
producer Carl Foreman’s produc- 
tion plans were. 

Quinn’s two Academy Awards 
were received for his performanc- 
es in “Viva Zapata” and “Lust for 
Life.” In 1950 he became a truly 
international star, when he ap- 
peared in “The Brave Bulls” and 
won his first Academy Award with 
“Viva Zapata.” He starred in di- 
rector Federico Fellini’s “La 
Strada,” which won the Venice 
Film Festival Award in 1954 and 
in 1957 was voted the Best For- 
eign Picture by Hollywood’s Acad- 
emy of Motion Picture Arts. While 
making “Attila the Hun” he 
played with a young Greek ac- 
tress, Irene Papas, who also stars 
in “The Guns of Navarone.” 

In Mexico, Quinn starred in 
“The Magnificent Matador.’ His 
recent films include “Lust for 
Life,’ “Hunchback of Notre 
Dame,” “The Ride Back,’ “Hot 
Spell,” “Wild is the Wind,” and 
“Savage Innocents.” In addition, 
Quinn recently was starred on 
Broadway with Lawrence Olivier 
in “Becket.” 


(“Guns” of Navarone ) 


After almost seven months of 
filming on location in Greece and 
in England, writer-producer Carl 
Foreman finally was able to “fire” 
his speetacular motion picture 
props, “The Guns of Navarone.” 
The “guns” supposedly are de- 
stroyed by an Allied commando 
team headed by Gregory Peck and 
including David Niven, Anthony 
Quinn and their co-stars Stanley 
Baker, Anthony Quayle, Irene 
Papas, Gia Scala and James Dar- 
ren at the Theatre, in 
CinemaScope and Eastman Color. 
But Foreman got a bang out of 
pressing the right button himself. 

The “Guns of Navarone,” as de- 
scribed in Alistair MacLean’s best- 
selling novel and as depicted in the 
new Columbia Pictures release, 
the greatest high adventure ever 
filmed, are embedded deep in a 
cave on the side of an island cliff; 
they cannot be destroyed by plane 
or ship and they prevent the Brit- 
ish navy from using a_ vital 
Aegean Sea strait. A commando 
team is given the sabotage mission. 

Final filming on the multi-mil- 
lion dollar production took place 
on one of the largest outdoor sets 
ever constructed. The massive 
structure stretched over an area of 
almost two acres, representing a 
rocky cliff penetrated by a long 
tunnel in the center of which are 
several levels used for supplies 
and ammunition. It contained a 
big hydraulic elevator and two 
giant guns, each 81 feet long and 
weighing 20 tons apiece. This 
super-structure, towering 140 feet 
into the air, was built of tubular 
steel and timber, with a coating of 
material designed to provide a 
replica of the rocky exterior.

Brilliant young Greek stage and 
screen star Irene Papas, currently 
playing a Greek resistance fighter 
in Carl Foreman’s “The Guns of 
Navarone,” which stars Gregory 
Peck, David Niven and Anthony 
Quinn at the Theatre in 
CinemaScope and Eastman Color, 
is a comparative unknown to mo- 
tion picture audiences; to movie- 
makers throughout Europe and in 
Hollywood, however, Miss Papas 
is one of the world’s most talented 
and strikingly photogenic stars. 
She has made motion pictures in 
Italy and Greece, made a Holly- 
wood film with James Cagney, 
“Tribute to a Bad Man,” and 
worked in New York television. 

Among her pictures are “The 
Unfaithful,” “Attila the Hun,” 
“Theodora” and “Whirlpool.” In 
“Attila the Hun,” Miss Papas ap- 
peared as the wife of the title-role 
star, Anthony Quinn, with whom 
she is reunited in the current 
multi-million dollar Columbia pro- 
duction, “The Guns of Navarone.” 
Also co-starred in “The Guns of 
Navarone” are Stanley Baker, An- 
thony Quayle, Gia Scala and 
James Darren. 

In 1958, Miss Papas returned to 
her native Athens to star in reper- 
tory, the Greek Popular Theatre. 


(James Darren) 


For his multi-million dollar pro- 
duction of “The Guns of Nava- 
rone,” writer-producer Carl Fore- 
man needed a young actor with 
rugged good looks, capable of 
holding his own in such company 
as stars Gregory Peck, David 
Niven and Anthony Quinn, athletic 
enough to take the arduous heroics 
of the spectacular adventure film; 
he also had to be a singer. Natur- 
ally, Foreman chose James Darren. 

Darren, one of the screen’s more 
popular younger players, co-stars 
at the Theatre with 
Stanley Baker, Anthony Quayle, 
Trene Papas and Gia Scala, in ‘The 
Guns of Navarone” in Cinema- 
Scope and Eastman Color. He 
plays a Greek youth educated by 
the slums of New York to the fine 
arts of hoodlumism and murder 
who is assigned to an Allied com- 
mando team which must raid a 
German-held Aegean Sea island. 

A popular recording star, Dar- 
ren’s discs and albums have sever- 
al times been amongst the nation’s 
top ten, as have the films he 
makes. He has appeared in such 
boxoffice favorites as “Gidget” and 
“Gidget Goes Hawaiian,” “Let No 
Man Write My Epitaph,” “All the 
Young Men,” “Because They’re 
Young,” and “The Gene Krupa 
Story,” to cite a few of his films. 

Born in Philadelphia, Darren 
commuted to New York for drama 
lessons; he was seen by a Colum- 
bia talent executive, screen-tested 


‘and signed. His prior theatrical 


experience had consisted of trum- 
pet lessons, a job as assistant 
stage manager for the Jose Greco 
Dancers and night club singing. 


(Gia Seala) 


Because she plays a Greek re- 
sistance fighter unable to speak as 
a consequence of brutal German 
torture, lovely Gia Scala’s melodi- 
ous, low-timbre voice is not heard 
in Carl Foreman’s “The Guns of 
Navarone,” which stars Gregory 
Peck, David Niven and Anthony 
Quinniatsthe yn. mcr Theatre in 
CinemaScope and Eastman Color. 
This, Miss Scala thought, was 
something of a sacrifice, willingly 
undertaken for the opportunity to 
co-star in the multi-million dollar 
Columbia Pictures release, one of 
the greatest high adventures ever 
filmed. 

But then the beautiful star dis- 
covered, when she arrived in the 
Aegean Sea island of Rhodes for 
the start of production, additional 
sacrifices were demanded. Writer- 
producer Foreman asked Gia to 
crop her waist-length auburn hair 
to an over-all length of one and a 
half inches. Gia, though horrified, 
reluctantly agreed, and abandoned 
her sophisticated hairdo.

Miss Scala co-stars with Stanley 
Baker, Anthony Quayle, Irene 
Papas and James Darren in sup- 
port of Peck, Niven and Quinn.

Internationally-famous Dimitri 
Tiomkin composed and conducted 
the music for Carl Foreman’s “The 
Guns of Navarone,” starring 
Gregory Peck, David Niven and 
Anthony Quinn at the 
Theatre. The new Columbia Pic- 
tures release, one of the greatest 
high adventures ever filmed, also 
co-stars Stanley Baker, Anthony 
Quayle, Irene Papas, Gia Scala 
and James Darren. 

Tiomkin, a winner of four Acad- 
emy Awards, is most familiarly- 
known for his work on “High 
Noon,” a motion picture classic 
also. written by ‘“Navarone” 
writer-producer Carl Foreman. 
Other Foreman efforts with which 
he was identified include “Cham- 
pion,” “Cyrano de Bergerac,” and 
“The Men.” Tiomkin’s list of 
credits includes such hits as “Lost 
Horizon,” “Mrs. Smith Goes to 
Washington,” “Duel In The Sun,” 
“Red River” and “The Old Man 
and the Sea.’’ His most recent as- 
signment was “The Alamo.” 


(‘“‘Navarone” Storm) 


Because of the close-in action 
which had to be filmed for storm 
sequences in Carl Foreman’s “The 
Guns of Navarone,” now at the 
Theatre in CinemaScope 
and Eastman Color Columbia 
Pictures’ movie-makers cooked up 
a studio storm to match the unique 
footage captured in CinemaScope 
and Eastman Color on location in 
the Aegean Sea. The studio storm 
exceeded all expectations; it al- 
most sank the entire production. 

Gregory Peck, David Niven and 
Anthony Quinn star in “The Guns 
of Navarone,” as members of an 
Allied commando team who invade 
a German-held Aegean Sea island 
during a storm that wrecks their 
frail fishing vessel. 

In the studio, as a replica of the 
fishing boat was impaled and shat- 
tered on a fringe of rocks, sixteen 
tons of water cascaded down four 
giant chutes to strike the ship- 
wrecked commandoes, struggling 
to save themselves and their equip- 
ment amid the break-up of their 
boat. Huge wind machines added 
excitement and fury to the scene, 
and rain poured down with tor- 
rential power from six super-jet 
overhead spouts. 

So powerful was the force of 
the man-made waves rolling up 
against the actors that they were 
repeatedly thrown back against 
the sides of the boat with punish- 
ing impact. In a single day Peck 
gashed his forehead, Niven twist- 
ed his back, requiring weeks of 
massage and treatment, and Quinn 
incurred a sacroiliac injury which 
left him working in heavy braces 
and special protective tape for the 
rest of the picture. James Darren 
was knocked out and almost 
drowned as one of the giant arti- 
ficial waves hit him, and Stanley 
Baker wrenched his neck. 


(Stanley Baker) 


After achieving international 
stardom through the icy, con- 
trolled ruthlessness with which he 
plays villains, Stanley Baker 
relished his role in Carl Foreman’s 
“The Guns of Navarone,” starring 
Gregory Peck, David Niven and 
Anthony Quinn at the ..... Thea- 
tre in CinemaScope and Eastman 
Color. In the new Columbia Pic- 
tures release, probably the great- 
est high adventure ever filmed, 
Baker plays an Allied commando 
on a German-held island in the 
Aegean Sea, a man sickened by 
years of violence and now unable 
to kill, not even in self-defense. 

Anthony Quayle, Irene Papas, 
Gia Scala and James Darren are 
also co-starred in the multi-million 
dollar film. 


(Governmental Aid) 


Carl Foreman’s “The Guns of 
Navarone,” which stars Gregory 
Peck, David Niven and Anthony 
Quinniat-the....-..... Theatre in 
CinemaScope and Eastman Color, 
probably could not have been made 
on the heroic scale called for by its 
heroic story, without the all-out 
cooperation of a nation and its 
government, Greece. Co-starred in 
the multi-million dollar Columbia 
release are Stanley Baker, An- 
thony Quayle, Irene Papas, Gia 
Scala and James Darren. And, of 
course, the Greek Army, the Greek 
Navy and the Greek people. 

Much of the film was shot on 
location in Greece, with the island 
of Rhodes as a major base. Many 
sequences were filmed amid the 
old medieval-style corniced arch 
streets of Rhodes or the water- 
front of the city. Other sequences 
were photographed at  white- 
roofed, sleepy Archangelos; the 
monastery at Moni Skiadi; Ladiko 
Beach, where transport was pro- 
vided much of the precipitous way 
atop sure-footed Rhodian donkeys; 
the towering cliffs below Lindos, 
where the most dangerous climb- 
ing feats of the picture were 
undertaken; and the sheltered 
carob grove at St. Marina’s Well. 

The Greek army supplied Fore- 
man with tanks, planes, helicop- 


ters, howitzer guns, mortars, ma- 
chine guns, and more than 1,000 
infantrymen. Additionally, the 
Greek Royal Navy supplied 12 de- 
stroyers, launches and many other 
coastal and sea-going craft. 

An unprecedented program of 
Greek government cooperation 
helped in the filming of ‘“Nava- 
rone.” The Greek Ministry of Edu- 
cation, through the Department 
of Archaeology, worked with 
Foreman on a schedule of filming 
which resulted in the most com- 
prehensive coverage by any com- 
mercial film company of historic 
Greek sites. The Greek Ministry of 
Commerce prepared a new set of 
regulations concerning customs, 
work permits and entry to Greece, 
designed to accommodate the 
needs of the company, and more 
than a quarter of a million dollars 
was spent on a special world-wide 
press, TV and documentary film 
campaign designed to integrate 
the promotion of Greek tourism 
with “The Guns of Navarone.”
